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Abstract: First contribution to the knowledge of the Pterygota fauna of Bahgesaray (Van Province, 
East Turkey). Cent. ent. Stud., Misc.Pap. 161: 1-16, 21 figs. 

This paper deals with the annotated faunistical list of 146 species of 50 families of 10 pterygota 
orders in Bahgesaray district of Van Province (East Turkey). 
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Fig. 1 - On the road of Bahgesaray the mountainous region from Krapet Pass, 2950m, 8 5 2016, M. Kemal (Cesa) 
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Bahgesaray is one of the most interesting, and least investigated district of Van Province 
from the entomo-faunistical standpoint. The main roads of this mountainous district remain closed 
for many months in the year, due to the heavy snow fall (Fig. l). This was the one reason among 
the others that prevent the authors’ excursions to this district in the past. This year, it is privately 
planned by the authors to begin to study the entomo-fauna of Bahgesaray district. For this purpose, 
a short visit was realized between 8-11 May, 2016, taking also an invitation on 4 May, 2016 by the 
officers of “Gida, Tarim ve Hayvancilik ilge Mudiirlugu, Bahgesaray”, into consideration. The main 
reason of this unexpected and short visit was to observe of an invasion of interesting grasshopper 
species ( Polysarcus sp., Tettigoniidae ) at the Upper Heights of Bahgesaray. The first observational 
notes on this species will be separately published in the next issue of this serial. In the meantime, 
the authors visited several places (see below) in the district for the purpose of observing and 
collecting diurnal and nocturnal pterygota species, in order to prepare the first comprehensive 
faunal list of Bahgesaray. 

Bahgesaray is a very small administrative city (Fig. 2), near the “Mukus” mountain stream 
at an elevation of 1620m, at a distance of 110 km from Van. The current official name of the city is 
reportedly given after the Tatar immigrants, coming to Turkey from Crimean city Bakhchisarai 2 in 
the past centuries.

In the present paper, the faunistical results are given in the following annotated list. Briefly, in 
their previous studies on the Pterygota of Turkey, the authors published within the last few years 
various comprehensive lists on the fauna of Van, Malatya, Mu§, Kahramanmara§, Hatay, Hakkari, 
Sivas, or regionally South East Turkey, Turkey, South East Asia, etc. (Kemal & Kogak, 20i4a-b, 
20i5a-b, 20i6a-c; Kogak & Kemal, 2007, 2008, 2009a-b, 2010, 2012, 2013, 2014, 20isa-f; Kogak, 
2014). This year, the authors planned to study extensively on the fauna of Bahgesaray. Faunistical 
results will be published at irregular intervals. The major groups to be studied are the whole 
Lepidoptera, some genera of Orthoptera, Mantodea, Homoptera (some groups of

This paper deals with the nomenclatural acts on three species group taxa in the genus Eupithecia 
Curtis ( Lepidoptera , Geometridae). As a result of this, two junior synonyms, Eupithecia jamesi
